The Arts Board is a state executive branch agency that
stimulates and encourages the creation, performance, and
appreciation of the arts in the state. Minnesota Statutes
129D.04

Created by the Minnesota Legislature in 1903, it is one of
the oldest state government arts agencies in the country.

Minnesotans, in every county and community of the state,
care about the arts. We recognize that the arts are
valuable in our own lives, our children’s lives, and our
communities.

We value the arts because they inspire, enlighten, connect,
and challenge us. The arts give us unique and meaningful
experiences, and help us understand and imagine the
world from other points of view.

Beyond this, their essential purpose and benefit, the arts
also produce tremendous secondary benefits that help
Minnesota achieve many of its most important public
goals—academic achievement, community development,
health and well-being, economic development.
